“STRANGE FRUIT,” a novel by 
Lillian Smith, published ‘by 
Reynal and Hitchcock, New 
York, 
yes is a shocking, but import- 
ant, book. It is the best 
Selling novel of the year so far 


piling up sales at the rate of | 


3,000 copies a day. It has been 
banned already in Boston and 
this on past censorship perfor 
mances there is enough to brand 
it with the trade mark of signifi- 
cance. It was banned in Atlanta 
at the-start, but such was the 
public demand that it broke down 
the ban, 

It is a story of the race con- 
flict in the south between ne- 
groes and whites, as made vivid 
in the lives of a number of fami. 
Hes in a small Georgia town. 

It is shocking, harrowing and 
even brutal In parts because it 
is not sparing of intimate detail 
in its portrayal of relations be- 
tween the races and of social 
and .economic traditions. It is 
a story of loves and passions, 
traditional rivalries and inequali.

. By HENRY L. PREE 
'HILE tomato culture is rather 
simple, it is most sensitive 
to frost, blight and lack of soil 
moisture. Amateur 
starting plants indoors, often 
find them injured or killed by a 
little gas from the kitchen range. 
Tomatoes grow best in a well 
drained, sandy, loamy soil to 
which lime has been added.- A 
loose, limed soil encourages 
deeper root growth. Plants of 
early varieties should not be set 
out until after the frostproof date 
when all danger of chill is over. 
Plants for late varieties can be 
grown in the garden from~seed 
sown in mid-May. Best results 
are obtained if these plants are 
not transplanted. The average 
home gardener should buy potted 
plants offered bY dealers gt the 
time they should be planted out 
The best plants are stocky and 
generally no more than 8 to 12 
inches high. -Plants grown in-
